ANTI-TRUST SUIT 
PENDING AGAINST 


Charge Made Gas Con- 
sumers Being Over- 
charged 


Special from A, D. N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, April 5. 
—Twenty million motor 

owners and other gasoline con- 

sumers are being mulcted from 


one-half to one-fourth cent extra 


on each gallon of fuel they buy. 

This is the principal allegation 

that will be made in an anti-trust 
petition that the Department of 
Justice will file this week in Chi- 
cago against some of the largest 
oil companies in the country, the 
Automotive Daily News Washing- 
ton Bureau learned today on ap- 
parent reliable authority. 

The suit to be brought under the 
Sherman anti-trust law will charge, 
it is claimed, that the companies 
have defied the government by ob- 
taining complete control of all bas- 
ic gasoline production patents. 

In addition to the oil companies, 
it is understood the government's 
suit will

Extensive > Road-Build- 
ing Programs 
Under Way 


5 mares April 5— 
Prospects for the in- 
creasing use of the automo- 
| bile, especially in intercity 
‘travel, in the Middle West are 
‘reflected in the enormous 
road-building programs which 
}are being prepared in a num- 


iber of Middle Western states. 

Fully $300,000,000 will be ex- 

pended by States in the Middle 
West this year on road construce _ 
tion programs which will unques- 
tionably make automobile travel 
in and through rural regions 
more popular. 

Wisconsin, Michigan and Miss< 

ouri, not at present the most active 
road builders, have paving proe 
grams under way which will repre<« 
sent an expenditure this year of ap- 
proximately $7,000,000. Paving in 
Wisconsin during the past year or 
two has not been carried on as 
rapidly as in previous years due to 
the fact that funds raised through 
county highway bond issues are 
about expended. 
Illinois will be among the most 
active road builders this year. The 
remainder of the $60,000,000 Elli- 
nois road building projéct will be 
completed, and immediately there- 
after a $109,000,000 project will be 
got under way. In Iowa, where 
highway improvement is much 
needed, an $85,000,000 program is 
being planned and will be sub- 
mitted to the state Legislature this 
season. Minnesota has over $28,< 
000,000 in road improvement con- 
tracted for, and this will be come 
pleted this summer. Nebraska has 
a $2,000,000 project under way, 
and in Indiana $6,000,000 will be 
spent in paving 250 miles of road 
during the coming year.

OME time ago the Automotive Daily News published the 
views of a railway engineer on the grade crossing prob- 
lem. A reader of this paper, W. S. Tarrant, chairman of the 
permanent traffic committee of Grand Rapids, Mich., takes 
exception to some of the railway man’s ideas, and we are 
glad to publish his views, as shedding light on another angle 
of this vital problem Mr. Tarrant says :— 
“The fundamental of all life-saving traffic 
ordinances should be the ability to enforce the law. 

In this case (compulsory stopping of all motor vehi- 

cles before crossing railway tracks at grade), 

enforcement would be impossible and proof of stop- 

ping would be difficult in case of accident. In case 

of fatal accidents it would put the burden of proof 

on the corpse. This would be fine for the railroads, 

but rather hard sledding for the widow. 

“The topography of thousands .of grade crossings is 
either on curves or so hidden by obstructions to vision that 
100 per cent. stopping before crossing would not decrease 
the hazard. 

“Figure the distance a train would travel while a 
stopped motorist at such a point of hazard might get under

way after a stop and move to a point of safety across the 
tracks, and you will find that a train might be hidden around 
a curve and still cause a fatal collision, even though the 
motorist stopped, walked to the tracks, looked and listened 
and then returned to his car and proceeded across the tracks, 
believing that the track was clear. Exactly such a case 
resulted in a fatality recently in the state of Michigan. 

“The outstanding menace of the grade crossing at the 
present time is due to the fact that the marking -of these 
death traps is largely carried on in the same fashion that 
was used for the slow-moving, horse-drawn vehicle. The 
majority of signs are still placed directly at the tracks of the 
crossing, where they are too late to stop the vehicle after they 
are visible to the driver. 

“Obviously, rerouting and grade separation 
cannot come as fast as universal motoring has 
progressed. But a definite plan of adequately mark- 
ing these hazardous crossings is feasible and worth 
pushing nationally. 

“The motorist doesn’t want to cross ahead of the train. 
The motorist does not want to commit suicide in this manner. 
In 90 per cent. of the cases he doesn’t know that the rail- 
road crossing is there until he is on it. The highway 
programs of every state in the Union are productive of 
sufficient revenue to so mark the approaches to obscure 
country railroad crossings that the hazard will be eliminated. 

“I believe that this marking should be a four-foot 
high latti¢e work, painted white and used for no other 
purpose, placed continuously for six hundred feet on 
one or both sides of the highway on both sides of the 
crossing. The expense of such a safety feature is well 
within the budget of license and gasoline tax money, and 
the burden would not be put on the-railroads. With such a 
system of marking, the present method of crossing railroad 
tracks would change over night.” 

Mr. Tarrant calls attention also to the fact that motor 
cars are driven on a free lance schedule, so that the drivers 
do not know the roads they are traversing as the railway 
engineer knows the strip of track that constitutes his daily 
run. For this reason, crossings that are not properly marked 
are a menace to all drivers all the time. Whatever form of 
marking may be chosen, there is no question that it should 
be placed far enough from the actual crossing of road and 
tracks to give motor vehicle drivers a chance to get their 


'WORD “TIRE” HAS 
STRANGE HISTORY 


Askron, April 5.—The word “rub- 
ber” has its origin in the accidental 
discovery that it would erase pen- 
cil marks if rubbed vigorously. 
While rubber got its name from a 
more or less comménplace inci- 
dent, the word “tire’’ -has a more 
fanciful and interesting derivation. 

The word “tire” originally méant 
to “attire,”’ and in this sense it is 
found in many of the old classics 
and in the Bible itself. Shake- 
speare said, ‘‘Having rich ‘tire’ 
about you,” meaning to be richly 
“attired” or dressed. 

Spencer says, “On her head she 
wore a ‘tire’ of gold.” In this 
sense this is probably similar to 
our present word “‘tiara,’ meaning 
a circular adornment for the head. 
In the Bible in Kings II. we find 
another similar usage ‘‘({(Jezebel) 
painted her face and ‘tired’ her 
head.”” Another writer uses the 
word “tire” as meaning engines of 
warfare, but this form is obsolete. 

Thus it seems, according to Mil- 
ler tire men, that general usage in 
the past indicates a similar mean- 
ing to our present “attire,’’ and so 
the “tiring room” of yesterday be- 
comes the dressing room of today— 
the “tire woman” becomes the 
maid or assistant in the practice 
of dressing. 

It is probably from ‘‘tiara’’—the 
head dress—that the word “‘tire’’ is 
first taken and used to describe the 
band of iron or steel which encir- 
cles a vehicle wheel supporting the 
spokes and fellies, the Miller men 
say. Almost every one is familiar 
with the word in this sense, and for 
this reason it has come to mean 
anything that encircles the circum- 
ference of a wheel and forms a 
tread or road contact surface. 

With the development of the au- 
tomobile and the consequent devel- 
opment of rubber tires, the word 
“tire” received a new and fresh 
meaning. Today the word “tire” 
so closely associated with the auto- 
mobile that mention of it conjures 
no other picture than that 
rubber tire.

Indiana Standard 
Oil Co. Defends. 
Discount Policy 


Chicago, April 5.—The quantity 
discount sales policy of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana was? 
inaugurated Purely as a defensive 
measure designed to protect it from - 
irregular competition, according tol 
the company’s explanation of the! 
oil sales and distribution situation! 
before the Wisconsin State Depart- 
ment of Markets at the hearing 
on the matter this week. 

“Before this type of contract was 
made effective,” said Edgar Bo- 
gardus, assistant to the vice-presi-! 
dent, “the situation confronting ts/ 
was the prospect of losing business 
in a large way through concessions 
made by our competitors to the’ 
more attractive type of trade and) 
to such a degree as to force ts to) 
adopt this wide-open and above-/ 
board plan as a matter pf pro-| 
tection. It does not go one step, 
farther in discount off the price | 
than did the methods of the com- 
petitors that resulted in this  busi- 
ness going to others.’ 

The “attractive” type of busi- 
ness referred to is that type com- 
bining large dumps of gasoline and 
repeated deliveries without contin- 
uous solicitation. 

Mr. Bogardus said that facilities 
of competitiors as a whole in Wis-» 
consin are about double those of 
Standard of Indiana in service ‘sta- 
tions alone, without counting other 
numerous competing outlets. He 
denied that this type of contract 
tied all Wisconsin business to 
Standard. There are twenty-one 
counties in which the company has 
no Stations, and a’ survey’ shows 
that in the parts of the state-oceu- 
pied by the company it has only 
about one-third of the possibilities, 
the rest buying from others, it was 
declared. 

The case concerns only that part 
of quantity discount selling -involv- 
ing the multiple delivery feature. 
According to Standard officials, vir- 
tually no compaint has been reg- 
istered against the principle of sell- 
ing for less where large quantity is 
involved, a basic practice widely 
employed in other industries. The 
point involved in the case is the 
right of the Standard or other 
quantity discount sellers to figure 
discounts on amount of business 
done at more than one point by 
the same customer, both in sales 
from tank wagon and from service 
station. A discount of up to 2 
cents is now allowed.in each class, 
depending on amount involved. The . 
independent marketers complaining 
against quantity discount - selling 
say they have lost business be- 
cause, operating a few stations, 
they cannot compete with large 
sellers’ many stations, from any one 
of which a purchase counts on the 
total volume of business.
